I have carefully reviewed your letter and your record and souqht 
the comments of others. As I understand the situation, you resigned 
in June of 1970, citing reasons of ill health. Shortly thereafter 
you asked for reinstatement. At that time our tight hiring situation 
resulted in your not being offered reemployment. You have since been 
in touch with us, of.course, regarding reemployment and, at the times 
that you have reapplied, there have been no other suitable openings 
for you within the Agency. That situation remains the same as of 
this date. 


In regard to your statement concerning the objection of manage- 
ment to publication of your findings, I am advised that the information 
derived by you and other analysts at the Center was discussed and 
reviewed by the appropriately constituted working groups. Needless 
to say, there have been many times in the past and no doubt will be 
in the future in which there are divergent views on analyzing certain 
aspects of intelligence data. While I appreciate your writing and 
bringing this information to our attention, this subject has been 
reviewed in the past, and we do not believe it would be fruitful to 
take up your time wfth further discussion of the matter.
